2. There is no bid item for Mobilization, construction stake-out, Maintenance of Traffic,
Temporary Signs, Drums/Cones, Asphalt Restoration, etc.
Response — EXP will attach the Schedule of Prices for Bid No. 20-02.
3. Also, can an item be created for the Special Insurance Requirements — (Contractor and
Railroad Public Liability and property).

Response — The Insurance Requirements are provided in Bid No. 20-02. Any additional costs for the
required insurance should be factored into the costs through a bid item.

4. 1s 3" party testing requirement, concrete, compaction requirements?

Response — The City has contracted with EXP to do all inspections and they will be responsible to test the
concrete for air, slump and mold cylinders. EXP will use an independent lab for 7-day or 28-day breaks.
